d still Champion... Cal Rayborn (H-D).

For the second year in a row, Cal 
Rayborn and Harley-Davidson traveled to 
the land of orange blossoms, Mocking 
birds and Stephen Foster’s Suwannee 
River to capture the nation’s biggest 
and richest motorcycle race, the Day- 
tona 200. 

A crowd of 9,500 returned to the Day- 
tona Motor Speedway, with rain checks 
in hand, to witness the 28th running of 
the 200 mile classic. The race, which 
had been postponed for a week due to 
rain, was run under an overcast sky with 
a 19 mph crosswind, 

At 2:00 p.m, the starter's flag streak- 
ed through the warm Florida air and 8th 
fastest qualifier Cal Rayborn, astride a 
H-D, thundered from the 2nd row past 
Yvon Duhamel, who was in pole position 
and into the lead. 


Rayborn’s lead lasted less than a lap 
as he traveled in the company of three 
fast Yamahas in the hands of Ron Pierce, 
Rod Gould and Duhamel, Canadian Du- 
:hamel had qualified at 150.501 mph, 
battled wheel to wheel for the lead with 
England’s Gould. The pair flew around 
the 3.81 mile course, with Californians 
Pierce and Rayborn in constant striking 
distance, The flying foursome swapped 
the lead 14 times before Rayborn held 
on to it. 

Ron Pierce’s early lead was lost when 
David Scott crashed in front of him, 
spilling gas onto the track. Ron skidded 
on the slick surface and down he went. 
He had to pit to repair a broken foot 
rest but came back to finish 16th. 

Yvon Duhamel was knocked from the 
lead and the race as he pulled into the 
pits on the 21st lap with a broken piston. 
With the Canadian finishing out the race 
as a spectator, Yamaha's biggest hope 
appeared to be Rod Gould, but instead it 
was another Canadian, Mike Duff, who 


brought in the first Yamaha by finishing 
third. 

As the laps ticked off, machine after 
machine dropped from the race, and 
many wondered if Rayborn, who was 
suffering a shoulder injury he received 
in a car wreck, could continue to hold 
the lead. 

Behind Rayborn, positions were con- 
stantly being swapped, with lap after lap 
duels between riders such as RonGrant 
and Art Baumann on Suzukis and Harley 
riders Dan Haaby and Walt Fulton. 

When Rayborn crossed the finish line 
for the 53rd time, he was over a lap 
ahead of second placeRonGrant, who had 
Mike Duff snapping at his heels. 

Rayborn completed the 200 miles in 
one hour, 19 minutes, 19.8 seconds, with 
an average speed of 100.882, He missed 
the record which he set last year by 
.408 mph. For a race well run, Cal 
received $25.00 for each lap he led plus 
$4,000.00 first place money. Champion 
Spark Plugs sweetened the pot more 
with $1,000.00 to the winner, and Good- 
year tires chipped in another $300.00. 
The Bell Helmet he wore won him an- 
other $200. 

Rayborn is the 8th Californian to win 
the Daytona 200 and the fourth rider 
from San Diego. He joins three other 
California riders, Ben Campanale, Joe 
Leonard and Brad Andres as two-in-a- 
row winners, His machine, which never 
missed a lick the entire race, was tuned 
by another Californian who also calls 
San Diego his home, Leonard Andres. 
The 1969 win marked the 7th time an 
Andres-tuned machine had taken the win, 

California riders took 12 of the top 20 
positions. But why not? Ed Kretz, from 
Monterey Park, California started the 
whole thing by winning the first one in 
1937 on an Indian at the average speed 
of 73,34 mph.

Eight riders shared the lap lead. In the 
first circuit it was Gary Fisher, a second 
place finisher in the Wednesday Sports- 
men races, leading the pack, On lap 
three, Yamaha's Randy Johnson of Wash- 
ington, D.C. took over the lead, but 
Fisher got it back, closely followed by 
Rusty Bradley of Dallas ona Kawasaki, 
The first four places changed rapidly as 
a woman’s mind, Rusty Bradley had the 
lead, then Cone, then Bradley got off in 
the fast left-hand sweeper while back 
in the lead, 

On lap six Don Hollingsworth, last 
year's winner, challenged for the lead. 
Johnson somehow slipped into theleadat 
the halfway point, riding like it was a 
trophy dash, building a tremendous lead, 
but Cone ate it up in the turns, regained 
the lead and didn't look back, Hollings- 
worth's engine blew, and with it the hopes 
of the defending Texas champ. At the 
checker, Cone was 36 seconds ahead of 
second place Johnson, 

Cone, who works in his father’s Yama- 
ha store, collected $550 of the $2,000 
purse for the field of 80 starters. Actual 
distance of the race was 78.71 miles, as 
the first lap was run over the 2.5 mile 
speedway track and the next 20laps were 
on the 3.81 mile road-track course.

SHORT TRACK STEALS SHOW

Unless you’ve been to the Daytona 
Beach Memorial Stadium at least once 
during motorcycle speed week, you’ve 
missed the greatest short track speed- 
way racing in America and quite possibly 
the world. The track itself is nothing 
more than a 1/4-mile sand ovaloutlining 
a football field, the kind you used to trot 
around in high school, A hard, green, 
brick wall surrounds the oval, scant 
inches from the groove. Were it not for 
the track’s near-perfect hard sand sur- 
face, that wall could be a tombstone for 
many an eager rider. It is no racetrack 
for the insincere. 

You have to get there early to finda 
seat, By 6:30 p.m, on Friday night all 
5,500 seats were jammed (so were the 
aisles, the fences) and the races weren’t 
scheduled to start until 8:30, Disappoint- 
ed fans were turned away in droves, 

Too bad. They would have seen Beauti- 
ful Bart Markel battle unlucky Dick Mann 
to a dazzling victory. Markel proved he 
was still king of the slides that night, 
“Bugs” Mann continued his **starvation 
streak’? and if young Mark Brelsford 
were 3 cat, he'd only-have eight lives 
left to go. ' 

The whole Harley-Davidson racing 
team was there with 250cc Sprints, Indoor 
short track champion Ronnie Rall was 
trying out three Bultacos in practice to 
see which one he liked best and World 
Speedway Champ Barry Briggs was en- 
tered, but unfortunately his engine blew 
after three full-throttle laps of anafter- 
noon demonstration ride, 

Keith Mashburn, one of the hottest 
Amateur class hotshoes, was there, along 
with so many assorted racing talents 
that fourteen eliminations were required 
to reduce the field enough to begin the 
regular program. 

In the first heat an inspired Dick Mann 
on a scalding-hot Ossa held off Rall, who 
in turn was barely able to give the rasp- 
berry to Florida’s Royal Scherbert, 

The second heat was Markel being held 
off by road race ace Roger Reiman in a 
tight battle right to the checkered flag. 
Chuck Palmgren and Freddy Nix fol- 
lowed, 

National Champion Gary Nixon gotde- 
feated by Triumph teammate Gene Ro- 
mero while Dallas Baker and Larry Darr 
hassled over third (Baker got it), That 
was heat number three, 

Elliott Schultz started the fourth heat 
by dropping his mount, prompting Bob 
Hinkle to get off his motorcycle in a 
spectacular fashion, On the restart, 
Schultz got away badly, overdid it and 
went down in front of Mark Brelsford, 
who was already committed to his turn, 
Mark hit Schultz’s machine and catapult- 
ed 15 feet into the retaining wall. For- 
tunately his worst injury was a broken 
wrist, Sid Carlson was declared the 
winner, followed by Mashburn, Jim Rice 
and Ohio's Bob Hinkle.

Don Twigg of Hagerstown, Md, grabbed

Rall lost hisychance in the first semi- 
final when his compression release stuck 
open. Scherbert, who was riding with a 
cast on his throttle wrist, blew his engine 
after passing Rall, Ahead of it all was 
Dick Mann on the screaming Ossa, Ro- 
mero moved to second place. Dallas 
Baker on another Ossa was third and 
Nixon fourth, 

Fred Nix got bumped in the second 
semi, leaving Markel and Reiman to fight 
for Milwaukee's honor, Markel won this 
prelim with a vast lead, leaving Mash- 
burn, Reiman and Palmgren in the trans- 
fer spots, Mashburn was the only Ama- 
teur in the feature event, coming from 
‘way back on his Yamaha to capture 
second in Markel’s semi, 

Digging out in the feature, Markel got 
the pole with Mann closely second and 
then Mashburn, Baker’s motorcycle re- 
fused-to light. Romero’ soon went out 
with electrical problems, 

Coming around on fhe first lap the 
order was Markel, Palmgren, Mann. 
Bugs quickly motored through to first 
while Palmgren’s engine exploded, Then 
Mann’s current jinx caught up, causing 
his fuel tap to vibrate shut, Markel got 
past, and before Bugs could locate the 
trouble and open the tap, Reiman slipped 
by. 

Mann just barely managed to regain 
second place in the payline as Bart ran 
away with the checkered flag.

black, as it should have beeff, there’d 
have been a staggered start, So that's 
how they lined up for the restart, in the 
order that they came across the finish 
line; Mann first, and Rall at the rear, 

The flag again waved and they were off. 
Rall unloaded again, but got up and con- 
tinued about 3/4 of a lap behind. Mann 
was closing fast on his Ossa and Rall, 
being the sportsman that we all love to 
see, moved over and let Mann pass to 
victory, Tennessee. short track star 
Chuck Southgate captured third behind 
Gene Romero. 

A $100 match race between Barry 
Briggs and Rall had been promised, and 
now the fans were on their feet calling 
for it to begin, True to the showman’s 
creed, Barry borrowed a two-stroke that 
he was completely unfamiliar with and

Penton, the father of six children,

The Alligator Endurance Run is an 
annual event held in conjunction with the 
AMA Motorcycle Classics at Daytona 
Beach. This year a record of 298 entrants

SKY” DESIGNED

The accompanying photo could almost 
be one of the international riders at the 
International Six Days Trials, Notice the 
taped lights, speedometer and the house 
in the background, It could be but it isn’t, 
in fact it was taken at the recent Elsinore 
Grand Prix, 

We have no ISDT in this country. Some 
events come close though, like the Berk- 
Shire event on the East coast and our 
local Elsinore G.P, Sure, I know, the 
Elsinore is a wide open speed contest 
but it does cover a vast variety of ter- 
rain, All it needs is a fast speed ‘‘sched- 
ule’? and a few special skill test thrown 
in, to resemble the ISDT. 

Americans have lóng claimed that the 
AMA produces champions with a variety 
of riding skills, unlike Europe's system 
where there is a champion in each cate- 
gory, But does our Number One ever 
ride Hare'n Hound or Trials? The ISDT 
heroes are genuine all around racers 
plus mechanics. They can ride over all 
terrain, for long hóurs and in adverse 
weather and repair their bikes them- 
selves when something goes wrong. 

Far be it from me to suggest that our 
Number One couldn't do the same, Our 
racing just doesn't cover this, The real 
point is that NONE of our racing includes 
this! And yet variety is the real essence 
of motorcycle riding, Motorcycles were 
originally designed for transportation 
only, and they got their start by being a 
good form of transportation. They are 
mostly used for sport nowadays but 
Street riding still occupies a large por- 
tion of the interest. 

What could be more logical than having 
racers that resemble an actual motor- 
cycle with lights, fenders, muffler and 
license (excluding professional racing of 
course)? Then perhaps there would be 
more truth to the saying that “racing 
improves the breed’’. Components that 
really worked would find their way from 
bikes on the street and components that 
could take the pounding of a race would 
be fitted on street bikes developed from 
racing bikes. 


One other benefit seems to offer itself, 
Think of the improved image non-enthu- 
siasts would get from seeing motor- 
cyclists performing on machines more 
related to the ones they see everyday in 
traffic. Without the noise and the exotic 
looking stripped-down machine, the non- 
enthusiasts (the same one who pushes 
compulsory *'safety" on us) would be 
less able to divorce himself from us. 
With a little more juggling of speed and 
schedules, our street legal machines 
could include small towns in the course, 





For the first time the public could see 
us as normal human types, like them- 
selves. 


“Mind Boggler” 


Some wit once coined the saying “‘.,. 
the mind boggles at the thought’’, Its 
often an apt saying but possibly never 
more accurate than when applied to the 
present situation with the ACU, TheACU 
is the English equivalent of the AMA only

The citizens of Mojave, Calif, have 
been trying for years to build a small 
hospital, but money is short in that 
relatively unpopulated area, Recently, 
due to the lack of facilities, the doctor 
shortage became acute, and the town still 
needs $5,000 to start building. District 
3" decided to contribute that amount so 
théy can start work on the hospital. For 
this donation the District will receive 
shares in the hospital. 


The Board of Directors settled on a 
25€ fee payable by all riders in every 
branch of sportsman racing (desert, 
motocross and scrambles) to replace the 
money in the District bank account, but 
the fee will be cut off at the earliest 
possible moment. The money has to be 
replenished because the District has 
expenses every year and throughout the 
year, Rider application blank, decals, 
number plate stickers etc., have to be 
paid for and there is always a big outlay 
of cash before riders start applying for 
riding numbers and the money ‘builds 
back up again, 

We've heard a little groaning from 
riders, “I never ride desert, why should 
I have to donate to a hospital out there?” 
If you can't see the point, then we'll spell 
it out, We may be scramblers and not 
desert riders, but we're all competition 
riders and as such we need all the good 
publicity we can get, Mojave has always 
welcomed the motorcyclists and after 
this effort we have the whole town with 
us. But besides the publicity value, as a 
person it makes me feelgoodtoknowI'm 
putting some money into a hospital that 
will be saving lives some day, and the 
need out there is acute, 

So pay up your two-bits happily and 
think kind thoughts! The desert group 
needs all the help they can get to hang 
on to their right to use the desert, Just 
think what’ll happen if they can’t hold 
runs out there and the guys all start 
coming to the scrambles!

DANA POINT, Cal, March 2, 1969 — 
After today, most of these competing in 
the trials by the sea will agree that the 
dirtiest word in the English language is 
a three letter syllable spelled M-U-D. 


Although the scheduled trials was to 


be held at Littlerock, word came that the 
river there was 300 yards wide and the 
entire camping area was under 6 feet of 
water. A quick decision was made tore- 
locate the Trials to Dana Point. Word 
was sent out to all the members of the 
S,C.T.A. and from there the word was 
passed via the grapevine, 

Surprisingly, nearly 130 riders ap- 
peared ready todo battle Sunday morning. 
This indicates some of the enthusiasm 
that is generated at Southern California 
Trials Association events. 

The entrants were lined up and sent off 
at one minute intervals. All competitors 
were required to ride four laps around 
the approximately three mile course. 
Amateurs rode sections 1 thru 6 and the 
Expert/Masters rode sections 7 thru 12, 

Most of the traps consisted of mud. 
Riders expecting a fairly easy go such 
as the last trials held here found this 
definitely was not the case. Many of the 
amateur traps were difficult enough to 
give most of the E/M’s fits. 

Although most of the traps were chal- 
lenging in their own special way, some 
of the really difficult sections were: 
Trap #1 - Fairly. simple looking uphill 
climb, however a couple of gentle turns 
kept the speed down and then there was 
very soft and easily rutted dirt for the 
last ten yards which gave several of the 
amateurs fits,

Trap #4 - By far the roughest of the 

amateur sections, Here the riders were 

required to enter the section by crossing 

over a two foot deep trench of very soft 

mud. If you were able to make it over 
this barrier you rode on about ten yards 
then made a left turn on a slimy, muddy 
hill then dropped into a three foot deep 
hole of mud, back out on levelgroundfor 
another ten yards then a drop back into 
a two foot hole before the exit, It was 
here that Norm Cowell made a spectacu- 
lar flight over the handlebars just as he 
entered the section, Also woman rider 
Carrol Stone made one of the best pass- 
es through the section, It was a two-dab 
attempt and was one of the most skillful 
rides of the day. 

The Expert/Masters also had their 
share of difficult sections. For instance 
Trap #7 was a horseshoe shaped, mud 
filled gully that had to be entered flat 
out in second gear to try to jumpa three 
foot ledge to get up on high ground and 
set up for the last half of the section, A 
few riders were able to get through the 
first couple of times but from then on it 
was almost suicide to try. Mostattempts 
ended with the riders sitting in 2-1/2 
feet of mud, 

Trap #10 had the competitors riding 
down a rock filled rut then a right turn 
on a off-camber hill then drop off into 
two feet of mud and on down mud and 
rock-strewn gulch, From here the riders 
continued on to Trap #11 — Nearly 150 
yards long, the riders first had to ride 
down a rough, hole filled hill then a tight 
right turn into the mud, between two 
large rocks about one foot apart and on 
down the gulch for about 80 yards then 
out of the mud and up a steep hill with a 
pair of tricky ledges just before the exit, 

Top rider of the day was Scotland’s 
Jack Ward. Ward, whocompeted in trials 
in Great Britain for a number of years, 
found the mud very much to his liking, 
Jack dropped but 29 points to Bob Nickel- 
sen and John Walters with 49 marks, 
while Gary Davis followed close behind 
with 52 points, 

In the expert class, Kevin Walker, 
riding a new Sherpa T for the first time 
in a trials, took first place honors with 
56 points while Don Lawrence followed 
close behind with 60, Don earned enough 
points with this ride to transfer to the 
Master Class, Roy Sheridan rode a Ya- 
maha to third place and lost a mere 63 
points, Roy made a beautiful attempt at 
trap 7. He rode the high wall very skill- 
fully, but his rear tire just crossed the 
tape by a inch or two and resulted in five 
marks lost rather than a clean, 

Among the amateurs in the lightweight 
class, Tom McGeachin topped George 
Karsten by 26 to 27, McGeachin also 
earned the points needed to transfer to 
the experts. Both riders rode Bultacos, 
John Brewer, on a Cotton, nailed down 
third place with 29 marks, 

In the Amateur Ultra-Lights, Ray 
Jackson on a 125 Yamaha captured first 
place with 51 points, Norm Cowell pick- 
ed himself up from his flight in trap #4 
and continued on to a second place finish 
and also HIS last ride as an Amateur, 
Norm will now be competing with the 
Experts on his 73cc Sachs, Dean Klippert 
rode his Hodaka to third place, losing 
57 points, 

Although Dave Evans did not ride this 
time, his wife Edna and daughter Debbie 
still took home some gold, Edna topped 
all the women and Debbie took second 
place behind Greg Lersch in the kid’s 
class, :

SADDLEBACK PARK, Calif. — Ironman 
Gary Bailey was in good form Sunday at 
the ACA moto-cross. He completely an- 
nihilated the competition in the three 
senior classes, by making a clean sweep 
of every moto, 

Over 200 riders turned out for the 
Saddleback event.

NOVICE SHORT TRACK

DAYTONA BEACH, FLA. March 12 — 
Novice riders supplied a large measure 
of unexpected excitement at the Daytona 
Memorial Stadium short track opener on 
Wednesday night of Speed Week. Cali- 
fornia's Freddy Edwards thoroughly out- 
classed some of the nation's best be- 
ginners as he stored to four successive 
wins in a row. 

The 3-star ($900) short track race was 
held in the hardwalled, sandy stadium 
under the lights, Rain sprinkles halved 
the usual overflow crowd, assuring a 
section of soggy bleachers for each and 
every optimist on hand. 

As riders went out for eliminations to 
pare the field for the regular heats, it 
became obvious that the track was very 
tacky — perfect conditions for fast flying. 

Edwards, riding a Yamaha built from 
borrowed parts after his engine blew in 
practice, managed top elimination time 
of 1 minute, 25.5 seconds. Right behind 
was Dick Haxton, Greenville, Miss. on a 
Bultaco at 1:27.56, One CZ rider whogot 
off while holding down a second place, 
gave fans a preview of speedway tocome 
as he played riding Barry Briggs-style 
around the circuit. 

In the heats, Edwards was again tops 
on the Yamaha twin, with a 2:11.20 trip, 
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followed by Pennsylvania's Gary Fisher 
at 2:11.36 and Dan Barry of St. Peters- 
burg, Fla. with 2:11.36. 

Riders were experiencing problems 
with a wickedly bumpy first turn which 
caused a number of spectacular cart- 
wheels, handstands and other gym- 
nastics, 

Cracking the throttle even wider, Riv- 
erside’s Edwards took the second semi 
and top time again at 2:57.82, First 
Semi went to Haxton. 

The rain, which had been light but 
steady, was causing problems during the 
consolation races, Number plates were 
obscured and riders had difficulty keep- 
ing their face shields clear. To add to 
the trouble, the track was “slick as 
snot." 

AMA officials worked against time to 
get the feature off before the track was 
inundated, Once again Yamaha and Fred- 
dy Edwards proved the winning com- 
bination. The California hotshoe toured 
the ten laps in a quick 3 minutes, 39.4 
seconds, It only took him one lap to re- 
cover from a poor start and move from 
5th to first position.
